PARIS, Feb. 26. — The Senaic 
has dealt a body blow to those 
wealthy American’s and other for- 
eigners who make France their 
headquarters. Following the ex- 
ample of the Chamber of Deputies, 
the upper chamber voted a pro- 
vision that henoeforth all foreign- 
ers having their principal resi- 
dence in France must pay the sane 
income tax as Frenchmen. 

It ig expected the new law will 
lead to an exodus of foreign resi- 
dents unwilling to pay a French 
income tax, varying from 20 to 60 
per cent, in addition to the tax of 
their native land. Senator Courtier, 
who alone opposed the measure on 
behalf of the hotel interesis 
warned the Senators that Germany 
is making great efforts to aitract 
foreigners and will profit greatly by 
the new provision. . 

The government was defeated 
this morning during discussion of 
the provisional appropriations for 
March, necessitated by the faflure 
of Parliament to pass the budget. 

The Chamber, by a vote of 264 
to 246 accepted a proposal by the 
Social Deputy Mistral] reducing the 
aprropriation for Morocco by 
1,000,000 francs, although War 
Minister Painleve opposed the re- 
duction. The question of confidence 
in the guvernment was not in- 
volved.
